Although the im- 
mediate outbreak can often be 
tr.ii ed to some local irritation, such 
as the use of a soap that is too 
strong, or the action of a chemical 
ftgeat, the chronic cases do not affect 
those who ate in good physical con- 
dition, t he late l>r. Lrasmus W il- 
lOtt, an Lnglish authority on skin 
diseases, beleivcd that ecxema was 
a disease of debility, and he said 
that the debility could be divided 
into three types the • nutritive." 
the "assimulative, • aud the "ner- 
vous.'" the assimulative type of 
eczema is most often found in in- 
fants, and the treatment of infantile 
cc/ema is chiefly a matter of 
( hanging the methods of feeding, 
and getting tqc digestion into good 
order. 

Among the causes for chronic 
ecseaM W older persous, gout easily 
ranks Brat, many persons sutler 
from gout or rheumatism without 
having cc/ema, but when ec/tma 
does appear alter middle life, the 
possibility that it has its origin in 
gout must be always rcconcd with. 
Keaeau ol the nervous type some- 
times follows a sudden shock, or it 
may be the result of prolonged 
aaxietf or oveiwork. 

Probably eczema is never brought 
on by local irritation alone; but i*l 
is important to avoid all such irrita- 
tions, since it is not always easy to 
tell whether or not a person has a 
predi" poet tioa to the disease. Kcze- 
ma is almost always worse in winter, 
for the su Iden changes in tempera- 
ture act as mechanical initants to 
the skin. Washing, too, always 
makes it worse, and sometimes it is 
necessary to use oil instead ot 
soap and water in cleaning the 
face and hands. The treatment 
of the disease is both constitutional 
and local, and each case must be 
"ee'.ed experimentally, fpr tt c u 
o specific for thhe disorder.
